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Six dead, three injured 
in California shooting 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Six people were killed and 
three critically injured yester¬ 
day in a shooting in a shopping 
mall south of Los Angeles, a 
police spokesman said. 

The shooting occurred in a 
hair salon in Seal Beach, and a 
suspect was arrested nearby, 
while television pictures 
showed police sealing off a re¬ 
tail area. 

"Upon arrival we found six 
confirmed deceased people, 
along with three critically in¬ 
jured parties, which were 
transported to a local hospital," 
Steve Bowles of the Seal 
Beach Police Department said. 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Mutassim 
Kadhafi, a son of Libya’s for¬ 
mer leader, has been arrested 
in his hometown of Sirte, the 
new National Transitional 
Council said late yesterday. 

"Mutassim Kadhafi was 
captured at Sirte and was trans¬ 
ferred to Benghazi" in the 
country’s east, NTC advisor 
Abdelkarim Bizama told AFP. 

"We did not announce the 


The suspect, reported by 
witnesses to have been wear¬ 
ing body armor, was arrested 
"without incident" about half a 
mile from the scene of the 
shooting, he said. 

"The officers identified the 
(suspect's) vehicle as it was 
leaving the location," Bowles 
said. "They followed it and 
made a traffic stop and took 
the driver into custody." 

Multiple weapons were 
found in his vehicle, he said, 
adding that the motive for the 
shooting was still unclear, but 
that the suspect was coopera¬ 
tive and did not resist arrest.

ORANJESTAD — The govern¬ 
ment expressed satisfaction for 
the positive response to the re¬ 
cent issue of government 
bonds. The manner in which 
the bonds were issued and the 
rapid response and interest that 
was shown for these was re¬ 
markable, according to the 
government. They claim that 
this is an indication of the con¬ 
fidence that the people have in 
the government. 

Minister of Finance, Mike 
de Meza, explained in a recent 
press conference, that in the 
last issue of bonds, the govern¬ 
ment succeeded in obtaining 


the sum of 30 million Aruban 
florins at an interest rate of 
4.5%! This, claims de Meza, is 
tremendously positive, be¬ 
cause as you survey the finan¬ 
cial market and ascertain that 
there is little confidence in the 
market generally, this usually 
pushes interest rates higher 
simply because the risks are 
greater. However, during the 
last two years the government 
was able to issue certificates 
consistently below 6%. This is 
an indication that there is a 
market for this and even for an 
interest rate of 4.5% for the 
bonds. 



Again, he reiterated that 
this is only nothing else but a 
demonstration of the confi¬ 
dence that people have in the 
current government adminis¬ 
tration. 


Aruba Free Zone expecting better 
days ahead! 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Free Zone has also been 
gravely affected by the world 
economic crisis. However, 
they are expecting much better 
days down the road. They ex¬ 
pect activities to pick up as 
soon as the effects of the 
downturn simmers down. The 
Free Zone is an important tool 
in the government’s overall 
program. 

Because the Free Zone has 
not been given much attention 
over the past few years, it is 
taking a lot more time for the 
government to move it to 
where they desire it to be. 

Minister Mike de Meza re¬ 
ported in a recent news confer¬ 
ence that they are proposing 
the implementation of a num¬ 
ber of changes at the Free Zone 
in order to comply with inter¬ 
national regulations with re¬ 
spect to money laundering, 
financing of terrorism, etc. 

The Free Zone has intro¬ 
duced several changes in order 
to attract more business, more 
clients, however, on the other 
hand, they are waiting for the 
actual move of the APA facili¬ 
ties to Barcadera. 

The Free Zone has consi¬ 


derable competition on a regu¬ 
lar basis. It has been seriously 
affected by the world eco¬ 
nomic crisis. Fortunately, 
many countries today are 
slowly recovering form this 
formidable downturn. 

The Aruba government is 
convinced that the Aruba Free 
Zone has the right to exist and 
envisions better days for the 
Free Zone as soon as the world 
market picks up again. 

As is well known, the 
Aruba Free Zone area was 
moved some years ago from 
the wharf to a site in Oranjes- 
tad. The site where they were 
located has been turned over to 
APA (Aruba Ports Authority). 
This old section will eventu¬ 
ally be dismantled as soon as 
the wharf is moved to Bar¬ 
cadera. Other projects will be 
created in the area. 

Reportedly, APA is still de¬ 
liberating with the only com¬ 
pany that submitted a bid for 
the project of moving the con¬ 
tainer wharf to Barcadera. In 
the entire process of the Public 
Tender, there was just one 
company who submitted an 
offer to handle this huge mov¬ 
ing project. Everyone hopes 


that by the end of October they 
could come to a concrete deci¬ 
sion as to what will be the next 
steps. 

Only one company submit¬ 
ted a bid for the operation of 
the wharf at Barcadera. To 
date, APA is deliberating with 
this company to decide on the 
specific details of the process 
and project. The government is 
of the opinion that the move¬ 
ment of the wharf to Barcadera 
must be carried out as a joint 
venture between APA and the 
new associate company. The 
Minister of the Free Zone, 
Mike de Meza, emphasized 
that after all is said and done, 
the APA will remain the owner 
and authority of the wharf. 
APA is however, seeking a 
new management model for 
their operations. 

Minster de Meza, also ex¬ 
pressed that the fear that some 
factions in our community 
have of the prices being jacked 
up by a new operator, this will 
definitely not occur. De Meza 
assured the press that the price 
for the APA services will re¬ 
main the prerogative of APA 
and not any other company or 
source.

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Phillip’s Animal Garden Aruba now 
open for daily tours

Tucked away in Alto Vista not 
far from the famous chapel, 
Phillip Merryweather has cre¬ 
ated a haven for neglected and 
abused exotic animals. Fasci¬ 
nated by out-of-the ordinary 
creatures since puberty, he 
began by adopting local gar¬ 
den snakes before taking in a 
boa that a neighbor no longer 
wished to care for, and a life’s 
calling was discovered. 

“People get these animals 
when they are young, but don’t 
give them the time and atten¬ 
tion they need to develop pro¬ 
perly,” Phillip explains, “So 
when they get sickly or aggres¬ 
sive, they call me to take them 
off their hands.” 

After the boa, Phillip ob¬ 
served an ocelot kept in a cage 
that was far too small for this

beautiful creature; it broke his 
heart. “This man was kind of 
tired of taking care of it, so he 
promised me that if I would 


build a proper place, he 
would give it to me,” he re¬ 
calls. “I ran right home and 
called a welder and we 
worked straight through the 
night to make a habitat in 
which the ocelot would com¬ 
fortable. This is how I learned 
to make my own cages for all 
my animals, so I am certain 
they have a comfortable habi¬ 
tat.” 

Presently, Phillip figures 
he has over 41 different 
species living on the large 
tract of land surrounding his 
home totaling nearly 300. The 
beautifully landscaped gar¬ 
dens make it a lovely respite 
while touring Aruba, and since 
August 1, 2011 he welcomes 
visitors seven days a week to 
visit and “meet the family.” 
He has dedicated more than 
half his life to learning 
how to properly care for 
the many unusual ani¬ 
mals he has rescued. 

“Most of the time, 
when people have lost in¬ 
terest in these exotic pets, 
they wait too long to con¬ 
tact me,” he warns. “We 
do what we can, and with 
patience, we have seen 
how wonderfully social 
they can be. The mon¬ 
keys are a good example. 
Because of neglect, they 
are almost always quite 
aggressive. It takes time 
and one has to be very calm 
but the rewards are great. At 
night, I will go into the 
monkey cage and just 
on the floor. In a short 
while, monkeys that 
were nasty when I got 
them will come and 
climb into my shirt and 
curl up against me for 
warmth and coddling.” 
However, they are also 
quite wary of strangers, 
and putting fingers 
near the cages is 
discouraged. 

For a long time, Phillip kept 
a low profile about his refuge; 
he feared the animals would be 
taken away from him because 
it is against the law to import 
exotic animals into Aruba. 

Then, a few 
years ago, the 
Ministry of the 
Environment 
gave Phillip a 
permit that al¬ 
lowed him to 
keep his animals 
and accept others 
when their own¬ 
ers no longer 
wanted them. He 
does not trade in 
animals and has 
no desire to sell a 
single one. “I 


have red kangaroos, emus, a 
lone crane, deer- you cannot 
believe some of the strange 
and inappropriate pets people 
have brought into the Aruban 
environment-because they 
thought they would be interest¬ 
ing or fun to own.” 

Once Phillip received this 
permit, he decided to open his 
refuge to the public on special 
days, such as International 
Animal Day, so island young¬ 
sters will learn to respect and 
care for animals properly. “Of 
course, it is very exciting for 
them to see some of these 
strange species, but I want 
them to appreciate they are 
healthy and treated right.” He 
finally decided that caring for 
them is his calling and career, 
and as more and more have 
been rescued, he realized the 


need to open his facility to the 
public and charge for tours, en¬ 
abling him to afford the many 
special feeds, medications and 
accommodations they require. 
He started a not-for-profit 
foundation, and the entrance 
fee basically covers his main¬ 
tenance costs. 

Phillips Animal Garden is 
open seven days a week from 
9:00 AM to 5:00 PM and large 
signs on the road to the Alto 
Vista Chapel will guide you to 
his animal haven. A fun stop 
along the way for all ages, 
Phillip’s passion for humane 
treatment of animals inspires 
and educates during his lively, 
interactive tours.

West warns Iran over N ealand oil spill ship fractured, 

alleged murder plot in US risks breakup

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- The United States and its 
European allies yesterday 
warned that Iran may face re¬ 
taliation after Washington de¬ 
tailed an alleged Iranian plot 
to kill the Saudi ambassador 
to the US. 

The United States, 
through Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton and Vice 
President Joe Biden, said 
Tehran must be held account¬ 
able and urged international 
condemnation. 

The plot is "a flagrant vio¬ 
lation of international and US 
law and a dangerous escala¬ 
tion of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment's long-standing use of 
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political violence and spon¬ 
sorship of terrorism", Clinton 
said. "Iran must be held ac¬ 
countable for its actions." 

"It is is an outrageous act, 
where the Iranians will have 
to be held accountable," 
Biden earlier told ABC tele¬ 
vision's "Good Morning 
America" programme. 

"We're in the process of 
uniting world public opinion 
continuing to isolate and con¬ 
demn their behavior," the US 
vice president added. 

But the Pentagon played 
down the prospect of military 
action, saying the alleged plot 
required a diplomatic and 
legal response. 

"The US military has 
longstanding concerns about 
Iran's malign influence in the 
region. But with respect to 
this case, it is a judicial and 
diplomatic issue," Pentagon 
spokesman Captain John 
Kirby told reporters. 

In its first official reaction, 
Saudi Arabia "strongly" con¬ 
demned the plot, according to 
the Saudi Press Agency. 

The six-nation Gulf Coop¬ 
eration Council said the plot 
to kill the Saudi envoy "se¬ 
verely" harms relations with 
Iran, SPA said. 

But Iran dismissed the US 
claims as "mischievous". 

In Brussels, the European 
Union voiced "grave con¬ 
cern", saying that, if con¬ 
firmed, the plot "would 
constitute a major breach of 
international law with serious 
international implications". 

At the United Nations, the 
United States meanwhile 
sought UN Security Council 
support for action to hold Iran 
"accountable", diplomats 
said. 

The US ambassador, 
Susan Rice, held separate 
meetings with other envoys 
on the 15-member council. 
Britain and France have al¬ 
ready indicated they would 
back the US moves. 


TAURANGA (AFP) - Stress 
fractures have been found in 
the stranded ship which is 
spewing oil onto New Zealand 
beaches, heightening the risk 
of the vessel breaking up, 
Prime Minister John Key said 
yesterday. 

Up to 300 tons of heavy 
fuel has leaked into the envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive Bay of 
Plenty since the Liberian- 
flagged Rena hit the Astrolabe 
Reef, 22 kilometers (15 miles) 
off the North Island coast, one 
week ago.

LIMA (AFP) - Rock legend 
Mick Jagger was named yes¬ 
terday an honorary ambassa¬ 
dor for tourism in the Madre de 
Dios region of the Amazon 
rainforest, tasked with helping 
promote and preserve the Pe¬ 
ruvian region's fragile ecosys¬ 
tem. 

"You are our ally. Your 
presence is a great support in 
our fight to protect our ecol¬ 
ogy, to the effort to draw world 
attention to the Madre de Dios 
area," said the regional tourism 
director Juan Carlos Arzola. 

The remote region of 
Madre de Dios — a name 
which means "mother of God," 
in Spanish — borders Brazil, 
Bolivia and the southeastern 
Peruvian regions of Puno, 
Cusco and Ucayali. 

Jagger was also given vari¬ 
ous gifts by indigenous people 
of the region including what 
they said was a "sacred man¬ 
tle" used only by the greatest 
of chiefs as well as bows, ar¬ 
rows, necklaces and a feather 
headdress. 


The ship is now listing at a 
precarious angle and up to 70 
containers fell off into rough 
seas overnight, as a black tide 
of oil washed up on beaches.

US lawmaker subpoenas 
Mexico arms sting case 
files 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A top 
US lawmaker heading up a 
committee investigating how 
US arms ended up in the hands 
of Mexican drug cartels yester¬ 
day subpoenaed thousands of 
key Justice Department docu¬ 
ments in the case. 

"The documents this sub¬ 
poena demands will provide 
answers to questions that Jus¬ 
tice officials have tried to 
avoid since this investigation 
began eight months ago," Re¬ 
publican Darrell Issa said. 

"It’s time we know the 
whole truth," added the chair¬ 
man of the House Oversight 
and Government Reform Sub¬ 
committee in a statement. 

Issa accused Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eric Holder of knowing 
more than he had admitted to 
about operation "Fast and Fu¬ 
rious" which was run by the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms. 

Under the program, which 
angered Mexico when it came 
to light, hundreds of weapons 
were smuggled into the coun¬ 
try between 2009 and 2010 as 
part of a plan to capture major 
arms traffickers. 

According to a congres¬ 
sional report released in late 
July, an estimated 2,000 wea¬ 
pons smuggled into Mexico as 
part of the US sting operation 
have been linked to numerous 
killings, including that of an 
American federal agent. 

The report found that ATF 


lost track of many of the 
weapons after allowing them 
to be taken across the border, 
drawing harsh criticism in 
Congress after the revelations. 

At least 122 of the weapons 
were used in crimes in Mexico, 
according to the report. 

While admitting that senior 
Justice Department officials 
were aware to some extent of 
the operation, Holder has in¬ 
sisted he had "no recollection" 
of hearing about it "prior to the 
public controversy." 

But Issa hit back yesterday 
saying: "Top Justice Depart¬ 
ment officials, including Attor¬ 
ney General Holder, know 
more about Operation Fast and 
Furious than they have pub¬ 
licly acknowledged." 

But the ranking Democratic 
lawmaker on the committee, 
Elijah Cummings, criticized 
the move to subpoena the doc¬ 
uments, saying it was "un¬ 
precedented." 

"It demands tens of thou¬ 
sands of pages of highly sensi¬ 
tive law enforcement and 
national security materials that 
have never been requested be¬ 
fore," he said. 

"Rather than legitimate 
fact-gathering, this looks more 
like a political stunt." 

President Barack Obama 
says neither he nor Holder au¬ 
thorized the program and 
promised that consequences 
would flow from a Justice De¬ 
partment investigation. 


RIM: 

BlackBerry 
outage traced 
to backlog of 
Europe emails 



OTTAWA (AFP) - A back¬ 
log of emails to Europe 
from the Asia and the Amer¬ 
icas caused the outages af¬ 
fecting BlackBerry users to 
spread to North America 
and elsewhere, Research In 
Motion (RIM) said yester¬ 
day. 

"It is a backlog issue," 
RIM software vice presi¬ 
dent David Yach told a press 
conference. 

"Clearly we have a back¬ 
log in Europe... As you can 
imagine, with the global 
reach of Blackberry and 
people using it to contact 
others around the world, 
there’s a lot of messages to 
Europe from Asia and the 
Americas," he said. "Over 
time that backlog has built 
up and affected our other 
systems." 

The glitches that im¬ 
paired messaging, emails 
and Internet browsing in 
Europe, the Middle East and 
Africa on Monday had 
spread to India and South 
America on Tuesday and 
yesterday to Canada and the 
United States.

'Underwear bomber' pleads 
guilty to US airline attack 


DETROIT (AFP)-ANigerian 
man dubbed the "underwear 
bomber" yesterday pleaded 
guilty to trying to blow up a 
US-bound airliner on Christ¬ 
mas Day 2009, saying he had 
sought to avenge the killing of 
Muslims. 

In a six-minute speech to a 
shocked courtroom on the sec¬ 
ond day of his high profile-trial 
in Detroit, Michigan, Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab insisted 
his actions were righteous and 
that the true crime was US fo¬ 
reign policy. 

"I am guilty of this count in 
US law but not in the Koran," 
the 25-year-old Nigerian said 
as he confessed to trying to kill 
289 people on a packed transat¬ 
lantic airliner using explosives 
hidden in his underwear. 

"The United States should 
be warned that if they continue 
and persist in promoting the 
blasphemy of Mohammed and 
the US continues to kill and 
support those who kill inno¬ 
cent Muslims then the US 
should await a great calamity 
through the hands of the Muja- 
hedeen... or God." 

The botched plot, which US 
officials say was the work of 



Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab 

Al-Qaeda in the Arabian Penin¬ 
sula, failed because the explo¬ 
sives did not fully detonate and 
instead caused a fireball. 

Passengers and crew mem¬ 
bers were able to restrain Ab¬ 
dulmutallab and put out the 
fire as the Northwest flight 
from Amsterdam made an 
emergency landing in Detroit 
on December 25, 2009. 

Since many of the counts 
Abdulmutallab pleaded guilty 
to carry mandatory minimum 
sentences of 30 years without 
parole which must be served 
consecutively, he is expected 
to spend the rest of his life be¬ 
hind bars.

Lung cancer 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Vi¬ 
tamin D is needed to activate 
the immune system's re¬ 
sponse to that could lead to 
new treatments for the lung 
disease that kills 1.8 million 
people per year. 

Researchers have long 
known that vitamin D plays a 
role in the body's response to 
TB, but the study in the jour¬ 
nal Science Translational 
Medicine shows it must be 
present in adequate levels to 
trigger the immune response. 

This finding could be cru¬ 
cial to efforts to treat the dis¬ 
ease in parts of the world like 
Africa, because people with 
dark skin tend to be more 
susceptible to TB and also are 
more likely to have vitamin 
D deficiencies. 

Even though people can 
get vitamin D through sun 
exposure, dark skin contains 
more melanin which shields 
the body from ultraviolet rays 
and also reduces vitamin D 
production. 


LUSAKA(AFP) - The Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury called on 
his followers to not abandon 
people living with HIV, as he 
wrapped up a three-nation 
African tour with a service in 
the Zambian mining town of 
Kitwe. 

"The church should deal 
with HIV and AIDS. The 
church in Africa deals with 
HIV and AIDS and we should 
not forget or forsake those that 
have the disease," Rowan 
Williams said. 

"We will be friends with 
them and this means the fight 
against death," he said. 

Williams started his trip in 
Malawi last week to mark the 
150th anniversary of the ar¬ 
rival of Anglican missionaries 
in that country. 


"Our findings suggest that 
increasing vitamin D levels 
through supplementation 
may improve the immune re¬ 
sponse to infections such as 
tuberculosis."said first study 
author Mario Fabri. 

Previous studies by the 
same research team found 
that vitamin D played a key 
role producing a molecule 
called cathelicidin, which 
helps the innate immune sys¬ 
tem kill the tuberculosis bac¬ 
teria. 

The current findings show 
that vitamin D is necessary 
for the T-cells, which respond 
to threats as part of the body's 
adaptive immune system, to 
produce a protein called in¬ 
terferon which directs cells to 
attack the bacteria. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation reported this week that 
8.8 million people had TB 
last year, with about one 
quarter of those cases occur¬ 
ring in Africa and 40 percent 
in India and China. 


He also stopped in Zim¬ 
babwe and met President 
Robert Mugabe, whom he 
urged to end attacks on Angli¬ 
cans by followers of a break¬ 
away bishop aligned with the 
president. 

The service in Kitwe was 
broadcast live on a community 
radio stations and attended by 
over 3,000 people. 

"We are sent to share the 
suffering and joys with our 
neighbours, we are sent to be 
alongside them and listening to 
their needs. We should give 
our lives to others as Jesus 
did," he said. 

"The church in Africa has 
given a voice to the women 
and the vulnerable, and all 
those are acts of the mission of 
the church," he said.

Types of lung cancer 

Doctors divide lung can¬ 
cer into two major types 
based on the appearance of 
lung cancer cells under the 
microscope. The two general 
types of lung cancer include: 

* Small cell lung cancer. 
Small cell lung cancer occurs 
almost exclusively in heavy 
smokers and is less common 
than non-small cell lung can¬ 
cer. 

*Non-small cell lung cancer. 
Non-small cell lung cancer is 
an umbrella term for several 
types of lung cancers that be¬ 
have in a similar way. Non¬ 
small cell lung cancers 
include squamous cell carci¬ 
noma, adenocarcinoma and 
large cell carcinoma. 

A number of factors may 
increase your risk of lung 
cancer.

Smoking remains 
the greatest risk factor for 
lung cancer. 


^Exposure to secondhand 
smoke. Even if you don’t 
smoke, your risk of lung can¬ 
cer increases if you're ex¬ 
posed to secondhand smoke. 

* Exposure to radon gas. 
Radon is produced by the 
natural breakdown of ura¬ 
nium in soil, rock and water 
that eventually becomes part 
of the air you breathe. 

^Exposure to asbestos and 
other chemicals. Workplace 
exposure to asbestos and 
other substances known to 
cause cancer — such as ar¬ 
senic, chromium, nickel and 
tar — also can increase your 
risk of developing lung can¬ 
cer, especially if you're a 
smoker. 

^Family history of lung can¬ 
cer. 

^Excessive alcohol use. 
Drinking more than a moder¬ 
ate amount of alcohol — no 
more than one drink a day for 
women or two drinks a day 
for men — may increase your 
risk of lung cancer. 

* Certain lung diseases. Peo¬ 
ple with certain lung dis¬ 
eases, such as chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
ease, may have an increased 
risk of lung cancer.

Women on Pill pick a dud in bed 
but a dude in the home 



PARIS (AFP) - Women who 
take the Pill tend to choose as 
partners men who are less at¬ 
tractive and worse in bed but a 
sounder bet for a long-term re¬ 
lationship, according to an un¬ 
usual study published. 

Probing the effect of con¬ 
traceptive hormones on mating 
choice, researchers questioned 
2,519 women in the United 
States, Czech Republic, 
Britain and Canada who had 
had at least one child. 

The volunteers were asked 
to rate their relationship for 
general satisfaction and sexual 
pleasure and the attractiveness 
of their partner or, retrospec¬ 
tively, of their ex. 

Oral contraception had 
been used by 1,005 women 
when they met their partner, 
while 1,514 had used no form 
of hormonal birth control at 
the first encounter. 

"Our results show some 
positive and negative conse¬ 
quences of using the Pill when 
a woman meets her partner," 
said Craig Roberts of Stirling 
University, Scotland, who led 
the investigation. 

"Such women may, on av¬ 
erage, be less satisfied with the 
sexual aspects of their rela¬ 
tionship but more so with non- 
sexual aspects. Overall, 
women who met their partner 
on the Pill had longer relation¬ 
ships — by two years on aver¬ 
age — and were less likely to 
separate." 

Roberts suspects the Pill 
skews the sub-conscious 
"chemistry" by which a 
woman makes a mating 
choice. 

Previously, he found that 
using oral contraceptives al¬ 
tered women’s preferences for 
men's body odour. 

When they didn't take the 


Pill, women were subjected to 
the strong hormonal swings of 
the menstrual cycle. 

During ovulation, they un¬ 
wittingly preferred the smell of 
men who were genetically dis¬ 
similar. 

The evolutionary explana¬ 
tion for this is that babies that 
are bom from genetically dis¬ 
similar couples tend to be 
healthier and have a better 
chance of survival. 

But when women took the 
Pill, they preferred the smell of 
genetically similar men, 
Roberts found in this earlier 
research. 

This was because the nor¬ 
mal hormonal swings of the 
menstrual cycle evened out 
under the effect of the contra¬ 
ception. 

The hormone levels typi¬ 
cally reflected the non-fertile 
phase of the menstrual cycle, 


when women "are more at¬ 
tracted to men who appear 
more caring and reliable — 
good dads," said Roberts. 

Although such men are a 
better choice for long-term 
partnerships, the risk of a rela¬ 
tionship breakdown is still 
there. 

The new research gives an 
important statistical push to 
the theory of sexual chemistry 
but also raises a dilemma. 

Should a woman go for Mr. 
Hunk or Mr. Nice? 

To women who are mis¬ 
trustful of what their body is 
telling them, going off the Pill 
and using a condom could help 
provide the answer, suggests 
Roberts. 

Of the 2,519 women vol¬ 
unteers for the study, 1,761 
women were still in a relation¬ 
ship with the biological father 
of their first child.

Second Dutch nuclear 
rail shipment heads to 
France 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A train 
carrying nuclear waste on 
Tuesday left the Netherlands 
bound for a recycling plant in 
France, the second such ship¬ 
ment that has sparked ire and 
protests of anti-nuclear ac¬ 
tivists. 

The train is due to pass 
through Belgium before arriv¬ 
ing on Thursday at a nuclear 
recycling plant in La Hague in 
France's northwest. 

Environmental organisa¬ 
tions called for activists to 
protest the shipment and some 
20 protestors lined its route in 
Goes northeast of Borssele, 
chanting "down with nuclear 
power" and holding up signs 
"nuclear energy no thanks". 

It marked the second of 10 
planned shipments from Bors¬ 


sele to La Hague over the next 
two years. 

During the first shipment 
in June, police arrested 33 
Dutch activists belonging to 
Greenpeace after they chained 
themselves to the traintracks, 
forcing the convoy to be de¬ 
layed by several hours. 

"There is as much nuclear 
waste in this train as what es¬ 
caped during the Chernobyl 
explosion," Greenpeace nu¬ 
clear energy campaign 
spokesman Ike Teuling told 
AFP, referring to the 1986 ac¬ 
cident in then Soviet Union. 

Greenpeace says that only 
a small part of the nuclear 
waste will be recycled and 
what is returned to the Nether¬ 
lands will remain radioactive 
for 240,000 years. 


Netherlands ok's killer 
whale move to Canary 
Island park 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government said on 
Wednesday it would move a 
killer whale that was found ail¬ 
ing off the coast last year to an 
animal park in the Canary Is¬ 
lands despite objections by an¬ 
imal rights groups. 

"The orca... can be trans¬ 
ported to the Loro Parque zoo" 
in Tenerife, the largest of the 
Canary Islands off Africa's 
northwestern coast, the econ¬ 
omy ministry said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The whale, which was 
found off the Netherlands 
coast and taken to a marine 
park in central Harderwijk in 
2010, was originally due to be 
transferred to Tenerife in July. 

But the move was sus¬ 
pended after activist groups 
challenged it in courts, arguing 
that the orca, a young female 
dubbed Morgan, should in¬ 
stead be set free. 

An Amsterdam court then 
ordered the government to 
conduct a more thorough 
query into the matter and to 
better lay out its reasoning for 
transferring the whale. 


On Wednesday Henk 
Bleker, state secretary charged 
with economic affairs, said the 
transfer was necessary be¬ 
cause it was uncertain whether 
the whale could fend for itself 
in the wild. 

The Hardewijk marine park 
where Morgan was taken after 
his rescue said it wants the an¬ 
imal moved as soon as possi¬ 
ble because at one tonne it is 
much too large for the pool. 

Morgan was spotted in the 
Wadden Sea in June 2010, the 
first time a killer whale had 
been sighted in the area in 
more than 60 years. 

Killer whales generally live 
in groups in waters deeper 
than the Wadden Sea, which 
stretches around 500 kilome¬ 
tres (310 miles) from the 
southwestern Netherlands up 
to Denmark. 

A dead killer whale was 
washed up on a beach at west¬ 
ern Noordwijk in 1963, but no 
live sightings have been 
recorded since 1947, accord¬ 
ing to the Dutch environment 
ministry.

BRICS bourses unveil 
cross-listing plan 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Europe 
breathed easier yesterday after 
Slovak parties agreed to hold a 
new vote this week on revam¬ 
ping the eurozone’s debt rescue 
fund and the EU pressed banks 
to urgently beef up their cof¬ 
fers against the crisis. 

Under pressure from Euro¬ 
pean partners to vote again, a 
day after its parliament re¬ 
jected an overhaul of the Euro¬ 
pean Financial Stability 
Facility (EFSF), four key par¬ 
ties struck a deal to adopt it in 
a second roll call by Friday. 

"We have reached an agree¬ 
ment on securing the adoption 
of the most important docu¬ 
ment of this period — the EU 
bailout fund," said Robert 
Fico, leader of the left-wing 
Smer-SD opposition party. 

In return for a new vote, the 
centre-right government of 
Prime Minister Iveta Radicova 
agreed to hold snap elections 
on March 10. Her coalition 
collapsed with the "no" vote on 
Tuesday after a key partner re¬ 
fused to support the EFSF. 

European stocks rose 
strongly on the news, with 
Paris climbing 2.42 percent, 
Frankfurt 2.21 percent and 
London 0.85 percent. 

EU leaders had pressed Slo¬ 
vakia to hold a new vote in the 
wake of warnings from the 
United States and China for 


Europe to get its house in order 
quickly for the sake of a weak¬ 
ening global economy. 

"The world economy is 
heavily affected by the finan¬ 
cial crisis and every EU coun¬ 
try must contribute its share to 
the fight against the debt cri¬ 
sis," German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel said during a visit 
in Vietnam. 

She also said she was con¬ 
fident the expanded bailout 
fund would be ratified this 
month. The EU holds a summit 
October 23 focused on finalis¬ 
ing its crisis response ahead of 
a G20 meeting in early No¬ 
vember. 

With the unrelenting crisis 
now threatening Europe’s 
banking system, European 
Commission president Jose 
Manuel Barroso said yesterday 
that banks "urgently" need to 
recapitalise to weather the sov- 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany is 
prepared to introduce a tax on 
financial market transactions 
on its own if it is unable to 
bring its European partners on 
board, Finance Minister Wolf¬ 
gang Schaeuble said yesterday.

Banks that fail to do so 
should be barred from distrib¬ 
uting bonuses and dividends, 
he said. 

Barroso warned that EU 
leaders will meet next week 
"against the backdrop of ur¬ 
gency over the threat of sys¬ 
temic crisis now unfolding". 

Barroso said banks should 
first try to tap the private mar¬ 
ket to beef up their capital, 
with support from govern¬ 
ments if necessary. If such sup¬ 
port is unavailable, the EFSF, 
once it is ratified, could pro¬ 
vide loans. 

He did not give a figure but 
a European source said the 
commission wants banks to 
raise their core capital to 9.0 
percent, above the 7.0 percent 
level lenders are working to at¬ 
tain under international re¬ 
forms. 


"Of course it would be better 
on a global level and if it does 
not work at a global level, then 
at a European level, and if that 
doesn’t work, then at a national 
level. That goes also for a tax 
on financial transactions." 

In September, Europe went 
ahead with landmark proposals 
to tax the financial sector, ig¬ 
noring US opposition in a 
move that also provoke grum¬ 
blings in London which fears 
capital flight from the City. 

The idea of a tax on finan¬ 
cial market transactions has 
been pushed hard by German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel and 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy. 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Stock exchanges from Brazil, 
Russia, India, Hong Kong 
and South Africa yesterday 
unveiled a cross-listing 
agreement for derivatives in 
a bid to increase economic 
partnerships, officials said. 

The BM&F BOVESPA 
from Brazil, MICEX from 
Russia, Hong Kong Ex¬ 
changes and Clearing Lim¬ 
ited (HKEx) and South 
Africa’s JSE would start the 
product-sharing by June 
2012 . 

The National Stock Ex¬ 
change of India (NSE) and 
the BSE Ltd will join after 
meeting the final require¬ 
ments in their country. The 
exchanges have a combined 
market capitalisation of $9 
trillion, they said in a joint 
statement. 

Collectively, the five 
major emerging economies 
are known as BRICS. The 
five countries this year have 
taken a series of steps toward 
closer economic and diplo¬ 
matic ties. 


"We are all looking for 
ways to grow, to expand our 
core market. BRICS is a re¬ 
ally big commodity play," 
said HKEx chief executive 
Charles Li in a statement. 

The decision was an¬ 
nounced at the World Feder¬ 
ation of Exchanges (WFE) in 
Johannesburg. 

Under the deal, the ex¬ 
changes will cross-list bench¬ 
mark equity index 
derivatives. Later they plan to 
develop new products to 
track the exchanges. 

The bourses have 9,481 
companies listed on them and 
accounted for 18 percent of 
global exchange-listed deriv¬ 
ative contracts traded by vol¬ 
ume as of June 2011. 

"The BRICS exchanges 
alliance holds great promise, 
as it will create avenues for 
Indian investors to diversify 
and expand into other emerg¬ 
ing markets," said BSE head 
Madhu Kannan.

Germany ready to go it alone 
on transaction tax 
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Winehouse father plans memoir for 
summer 2012 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
father of Amy Winehouse will 
write a memoir about the late 
British soul star to be released 
in the summer of 2012, with 
all proceeds going to charity, 
according to the publisher. 

In the memoir, to be enti¬ 
tled "Amy: My Daughter," 
Mitch Winehouse will "tell the 


incredible story of the Amy 
the public never got to know 
and understand" prior to her 
death in July at the age of 27, 
HarperCollins said Tuesday. 

The proceeds will go to the 
Amy Winehouse Foundation, 
which aims to help young 
people in Britain and abroad 
who struggle with addiction, 
ill health, disability or finan¬ 
cial disadvantage. 

"I feel that I need to write 
this book to tell the true story 
of Amy and to help with my 
personal recovery," Winehouse 
said. 

"I also want to raise as 
much money as possible for 
Amy’s foundation, so all pro¬ 
ceeds from the book will go di¬ 
rectly to help children who are 
disadvantaged through illness 
and substance addiction." 


The British soul star was 
found dead in her London 
home in July following a 
lengthy battle with alcohol and 
drugs. 

Toxicology tests found no 
evidence of any illegal sub¬ 
stances in her body, according 
to her family. Her father be¬ 
lieves bouts of heavy drinking 
followed by short-lived at¬ 
tempts to give up alcohol may 
have prompted a fatal seizure. 

A full inquest is due to be 
held on October 26. 

Winehouse rocketed to 
fame after winning five 
Grammy awards off the back 
of her 2006 second album 
"Back to Black" and famously 
sang about her refusal to seek 
treatment for her addiction in 
"Rehab".

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UN chief calls for universal 
access to energy

OSLO (AFP) - UN chief Ban 
Ki-moon, who himself stud¬ 
ied by candlelight as a child, 
pleaded this week for univer¬ 
sal access to clean energy, a 
privilege denied to more than 
half the world population. 

"We need an energy revo¬ 
lution,” Ban said at an energy 
conference in Oslo. 

"We need energy not only 
to be universal, we need it to 
be clean and sustainable as 
well,” he added. 

Improving access to energy 
was key to addressing global 
challenges like poverty, cli¬ 
mate change, water scarcity, 
lacking health care and food 
shortages, Ban said. 

About 1.3 billion of the 
world's seven billion people 
have no access to energy, while 
another 2.7 billion are without 
clean cooking facilities, using 
coal and wood for domestic 
tasks, according to a study 
published by the International 
Energy Agency (IEA). 

"For me, this is anything 
but academic. It is how I grew 
up in Korea. I studied by can¬ 
dlelight. Refrigerators, air- 
conditioning or a simple fan 
were just a far-off luxury that 
didn't touch our lives,” Ban, 
67, said. 

"When I was growing up, 
Korea had to go through the 
Korean war and abject 
poverty,” he said. 

The Oslo conference, or¬ 
ganised by Norway and the 
IEA and attended by represen¬ 
tatives of more than 70 coun¬ 


tries, is looking at ways to fi¬ 
nance clean energy for all 
people in developing coun¬ 
tries. 

The UN has set three goals 
to be achieved by 2030, Ban 
recalled: universal access to 
modem energy services, a 40 
percent improvement in en¬ 
ergy efficiency, and a dou¬ 
bling of renewable energy. 

The IEA study shows that 
48 billion dollars would be 
needed per year to guarantee 
access to modem energy serv¬ 
ices by 2030, or a little more 
than five times the amount 
currently earmarked. 

"This is really a small 
amount,” IEA chief economist 
Fatih Birol said, adding: "It is 
only three percent of the 
global energy investments.” 

Birol said the use of dirty 
fuels for cooking was the sec¬ 
ond-leading cause of prema¬ 


ture death behind AIDS, re¬ 
sponsible for killing 1.5 mil¬ 
lion women and children each 
year. 

"If you don't find a solution 
to this problem, very soon it 
will be the primary source of 
premature death worldwide..., 
which is unacceptable,” he said. 

Financially feasible, uni¬ 
versal access to energy would 
only lead to a 1.1 percent rise 
in global energy demand, 
since poor households would 
still be limited in their con¬ 
sumption, and a 0.7 percent 
rise in greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, according to the IEA. 

"The implications are very 
small. There are no real ten¬ 
sions between the targets of 
providing energy access and 
the issues of energy security 
and climate change,” Birol 
concluded.

“Only the high 
level athletes will be able to 
compete with an orange flag 
and orange uniform, singing 
the Dutch anthem and hold¬ 
ing an orange, blue and white 
flag. 

“But always they will 
have a heart that beats to the 
rhythm of the Caribbean 
drums,” he said.

DETROIT (AFP) - The De¬ 
troit Tigers clawed their way

Fister pitched effectively 
into the eighth inning and 
Cabrera also belted a tiebreak¬ 
ing double for the Tigers, who 


trail the Rangers 2-1 in the 
best-of-seven series. 

Fister allowed just two runs 
and seven hits with no walks. 
It was his first appearance in 
the 2011 Major League Base¬ 
ball semi-final series after 
winning the decisive fifth 
game in the opening round. 

"They hit a few ground- 
balls that made it through the 
holes, and good hitters do. I 
used our defence. Tremendous 
plays out there, and you know 
that's the name of the game." 

Jose Valverde posted his 
third playoff save by working 
around a leadoff double by the 
Rangers in the ninth. 

The Tigers acquired Fister 
at the trade deadline this sea¬ 
son. He had a rough first in¬ 
ning but then settled in for a 
long and productive night. 

Cabrera, Victor Martinez 
and Jhonny Peralta all hit 
home runs and Austin Jackson 
went three-for-five at the plate 
with a run scored and an RBI. 

"It's going to be a long se¬ 
ries," Cabrera said. "Nobody 
(said) it's going to be easy. 
You've got to be patient." 

Rangers starter Colby 
Lewis suffered his first loss in 
the postseason. He was 
charged with four runs on 
eight hits in 5 2/3 innings. 

"He throws strikes and 
every now and then he's going 
to give up some long balls. I 
thought it was a pretty good 
ballgame," Rangers manager 
Ron Washington said. "He 
kept us in the ballgame. It was 
Fister that did the job out there 


tonight." 

After leaving 22 runners on 
base in the first two games, 
Detroit struggled early against 
Lewis. The Tigers had two on 
with one out in the second, but 
Alex Avila and Ryan Raburn 
both struck out. 

It was Texas's first loss 
since a game one defeat to the 
Tampa Bay Rays in the open¬ 
ing round of the playoffs. 


Detroit dropped the first 
two games of the series, in¬ 
cluding a heartbreaking loss in 
game two when Rangers slug¬ 
ger Nelson Cruz blasted the 
first walkoff grand slam in 
MLB playoff history.
